Possibility of legislative action to empower the City 
| of Edmonton to accept prosperity certificates despite an 
adverse finding of the court was foreshadowed Friday 
when Hon. J. W. Hugill, K.C., attorney general, requested 
Mr. Justice Tweedie to bring down an immediate finding 
in the hearing of the action brought by Ronald H. Watson, 
local mining engineer, restraining the city from accepting 
prosperity certificates in lieu of cash relief grants. 

Just before adjournment Hon. Mr. Hugill rose and asked 
that an immediate judgment be given in the case. He said 
it was an important matter which should be decided at once 
| so that legislative work be not interfered with. He threatened

that if a satisfactory judgment was not given very soon he 
would have to go to the legislature to settle the question. 


Charges Conspiracy 

Earlier in the afternoon he told the court that the will of 
the people was more important than the law of the land 

Three times during the session he rose to tell the court 
that an immediate decision was imperative. Three times he 
intimated and once openly charged that the action was but 
a conspiracy to delay the working of social credit legislature. 
He concluded by telling the judge, in a voice that thundered 
louder than the court is used to hearing that unless the 
injunction was dismissed he would seek his remedy in the 
legislature. 

Mr. Justice Tweedie, sitting erect at his bench, inform- 
ed the court with all the dignity of his person and position 
that he did not intend to be forced to make a snap decision 
by any person or body of persons. ’ 

“This is a very important matter,” said Mr 
Tweedie, “and I do not believe that I would be doing my 
duty were I to give a hasty decision. When I give my judg- 
ment, written or otherwise, I intend to have reasons for my 
faith. As Mr. Field has pointed out, our present monetary 
system has survived for hundreds of years, and is not a 
thing to be dismissed at a moment's notice. 


Needs Careful Thought 

“There are many points that will have to be considered, 
ziven careful thought. If, as the attorney general states, 
| there is suffering present among the people, let him give the 
city some of the $55,000 to relieve it. But I do not think that

It was ‘rec- 
ognized they had not the power, 
he contended, and therefore did 
not attempt such action.

rebels. He has renounced his own Govern< 
ment's policy of rigid neutrality to embrace the 
narrower loyalties of his industrial craft. 

The alarming thing is that the Government 
is impotent to restrain such conduct. Its 
neutrality law, as now drafted, does not com- 
mand automatic obedience to the decrees of the 
state. Americans have always chosen to regard 
such obedience as a forfeiture of their personal 
independence. So Mr. Dubinsky is at present 
legally entitled to defy the neutrality laws of 
his country, whenever they prove repugnant to 
his conscience. 

No rational government will long permit 
such an intolerable situation to endure. When 
the neutrality law is re-drafted nine months 
hence, an attempt will doubtless be made to 
impose restraints upon the disruptive inde- 
pendence of American citizens in disregard of 
the official attitude of their Government. 


THE WORK-HORSE 

Whenever there is an odd job to be done at 
the Government buildings it seems to fall to the 
lot of Hon. E. C. Manning to do it. The Provin- 
cial Secretary is the workhorse of the cabinet. 
Normally he discharges the functions of Pro- 
vincial Secretary and Minister of Trade and 
Industry—a full man-sized job. 

But a week ago the duty of looking after 
the registration for Social Credit dividends was 
taken out of the hands of Mr. Maynard and 
added to the responsibilities of Mr. Manning. 
Now there falls to him also the task of investi- 
gating and formulating proposals “having for 
their object the increase of the consumer’s pur-

Enlarged Tonsils 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

An enlarged tonsil is by no means always a 
diseased tonsil and many surgeons are now ad- 
vising that the tonsils which are simply en- 
larged should be left in the throat. This opin- 
ion is considerably different from the opinion 
of 20 years ago, when tonsils showing even 
moderate enlargement were 
removed wholesale. 

The tonsils are lymphoid 
structures belonging to the 
lymphatic system and are 
placed in the throat for the 
purpose of filtering out waste 
material present in the lym- 
phatic circulation, The tonsils 
undoubtedly have an import- 
ant work to do in de-toxicat- 
ing the poisons which may 
enter the lymphatic system

from the neighboring structures such as the 


nose, throat and mouth. Broken-down mate- 
rials which are being drained away through 
the lymphatics pass through the tonsils and are 
then screened out and subsequently made harm- 
less or de-toxicated. In addition, the sound, 
healthy tonsil has the power to destroy bacteria 
and undoubtedly destroys many of them. The 
tonsil is a part of the defence system of the 
body and might be called “The Watch-Dog of 
the Throat.” 

Enlargement of the tonsil results when the 
patient lives in such a way as to require the 
lymphatic system to drain off an abnormal 
amount of waste material, In trying to screen 
out the extra impurities, the tonsils must en- 
large their working capacity and therefore 
grow larger. Simple enlargement represents the 
first step away from normal as far as the tonsil 
is concerned and it is easier to reduce the en- 
larged tonsil to normal size than to correct any

writes Mr Marcosson, “which 
dumps youth on the doorstep of the 
world of work, untrained for the 
job of life. There is too much 
learning in the head and too little 
in the hands. Educationaliy, yout 
is all dressed up with no place to 
go.” | 
SCHOOLS RESPONSIBLE 

The schools have made a fetish 
of classical education, he says, con- 
centrating on the curriculum rather 
than on the individual, offering no 
proper vocational guidance; their 
slogan is “enter the professions.” 

“The urge for any kind of a 
white collar job and the failure to 
find it have done more than any- 
thing else to put youth in a jam, 
Mr. Marcosson says. “The gap be- 
tween education and employment 
is the pit finto which youth has 
fali&h.” 

To support this, he cites the con- 
dition in Connecticut, where among 
43.000 unemployed young men and 


women, including many high 
school and college graduates, 75 
per cent. are untrained for any 


kind of skilled work. Yet in spite of 
the battalions of unemployed there 
is a shortage of skilled labor 


BRAIN TIED IN KNOTS 

Summing up the problem which 
directly affects nearly one-fifth of 
the entire population, including the 
age range from sixteen to twenty- 
five, Mr. Marcosson says: 

“Youth knows what it does not 
want, but it does not know what it 
wants. One section would thumb a 
ride to some workless utopia. An- 
Other seeks to drive a wedge 
through the established academic 
order. A third vainly seeks jobs 
in the waste of unemployment. The 
trouble is aS much psycholegical 
as physical. Youth mentally is tied | 
in a knot. The ‘So What’ attitude 
which runs so persistently through 
the youth refrain of today in 
significant contrast with the ‘Let's 
Go’ keynote of the pre-depression 
years. 

LACK OF WORK MAKES SOFT 
“The young man is to t the

Negotiations With Alberta) 
Almost Complete—Word | 
Next Week 


OTTAWA, Aug. 22.—Negotiation | 
of agreements between the federal 
government and the governments 
of Saskatchwan and Alberta to deal 
with the drought problem has been 
practically completed, it was learn 
ed last night. Details will probably 
be made public early next week by 
Hon. J. G. Gardiner, minister of 
agriculture. 

On a sharing system now being 
worked out, the federal treasury 
will extend financial assistance to 
Saskatchewan and Alberta in the 
removal of good commercial cattle 
from the drought areas to eastern 
points for fattening. 

Arrangements will also be made

All In all, the show was by long odds a new highlight 
for wrestling thrills in Edmonton. It drew scores of people | 
who had never before seen professional wrestling and sent | 
them home dizzy and gasping.

Where the Pay-Off Lay 


Now that the thunder of Germany's Olympic drums has 
died away, you can get a comprehensive idea of what it was 
all about from the cold figures. The magnificent stadium, 
grounds, pools and residences built for these games cost Ger- 
many just $20,000,000. In addition the costs incurred by the 
organizing committee amounted to approximately $6,500,000. 

Against this the only tangible cash returns that are 
visible consist of the sale of 4,500,000 admission tickets 
that netted only $3,000,000. Approximately 1,000,000 peo- 
ple visited Berlin during the games and of these 150,000 
were foreigners to Germany, 

On these figures it would appear that the games were a 
collossal bust—an all time record in sport bankruptcy. How- 
ever, the astute and methodical Germans do not figure the 
Olympics that way. They are completely satisfied with the 
results, 

For the total expenditure of $26,500,000, Hitler now can | 
show the finest athletic stadium in Europe. He will use it 
for quartering his army and for the titantic mass meetings 
which are his specialties. Without the excuse of the Olym- 
pics, even Der Fuehrer himself could not have gotten such a 
plant erected. In addition, the games completely diverted 
the public’s mind from Germany’s internal troubles at a time 
when such diversion was expedient. These games also did a 
great deal to break down the rapidly increasing international 
isolation which was becoming embarrassing to Hitler. 

On the business side of the picture, results were equally 
satisfactory. The games brought in thousands of tourists at 
a time when there was a general feeling abroad that travel 
in Germany was neither pleasant nor particularly safe. The 
Olympics brought the tourists and Germany immediately 
seized the opportunity to prove that the Fatherland offered 
travel facilities that were as pleasant and safe as anyone 
could wish for. Every German set out to prove his goodwill 
toward all people. 

Industry also seized the opportunity and staged huge 
exhibitions in Berlin during the games. No less than 50 major 
exhibitions were underway at the one time. 

In short it was world-wide advertising and goodwill un- 
dertaking that was planned with the meticulous attention to 
detail that has made Germany great and carried through 
with the precision possible only in a nation with a disciplin- 
ed, military mind. Beside these feats, the achievements of 
the individual athletes look trivial.
